And 
ſhould it pleaſe; God, for our manifold Tranſgreſſions, to 
put out our Light, and give us up again to che blindneſs of 
Popery, or to ſomething worſe ; it would be but acting ac- 
cording to the declared Method of his Providence in ſuch 
Caſes.
